GREATEST THRONG OF SEASON WITNESSES 
RACING AT OAKLAND TRACK. 

Running of Christmas Handicap on the Coast 9Cade‘ 
Notable by Reducing of Track Record for One

San Francisco. Cal.. December 26. — In the presence 
of one of the greatest holiday throngs ever gathered 
at Oakland SpellBOuud won the Christmas Handicap 
today and established a new track record for one 
mile and a quarter by running the distance in 2:032- 
Tlic previous mark lor the distance was 2:05£. 

Ideal weather favored the sport and the track was 
in line condition. The crowd was easily the largest 
of the season and was a reminder of the times when 
racing flourished in California prior to the passage 
of legislation against speculation. 

A field of seven went to the post for the big race, 
with Chester 'Krum favorite and the top weight. 
Rubbling Water next in demand. Spellbound was 
not well fancied and receded in the betting. Endy- 
ini<Ht 11. went to the front at the start, but was 
passed by Belfast after a half mile had been run. 
ArciiUtald gave Spellbound his bead on the back- 
s ire I eh and he drew away. Opening a gap of eight 
lengths lie fairly romped home in advance of Chester 
Krum aud Arasi-e. Bubbling Water appeared unable 
to concede tlie weight." 

Winning Widow won the Motto Handicap easily 
Ironi Pawliuska. Pluvious, 'the favorite, was not 
ready aud quit after running forwardly in the early 
stages. Raleigh P. 1*. led bis field home in the 
Geraldine Handicap.

— Ideal racing weather 
prevailed at Terrazas Park yesterday and a crowd of 
fully 4.<as* (arsons turned out to witness the running 
of tlie Xavidud Handicap, which attracted a field of 
tin 1 liest horses racing here. Polls, from the stable 
of R. E. Thomas, Tub'd favorite at post time, al- 
though Ifarrigan. .lack Atkin and Helmet drew con- 
siderable support, while the winner was not over- 
h Hiked iu the estimation' of the public. Injury, from 
tlie stable of 4. W. Fuller, proved best by winuiug 
well in hand in the fast time of 1 which reduced 
the l rack record for one mile and a sixteenth by one- 
tiflli of a second.

MONCRIEF ENTERTAINS ITS BIGGEST CROWD. 



Fully 8,000 Persons Enjoy Holiday Racing — Thor- 
oughbred Wins Novelty Race. 



Jacksonville, Fla., December 26.— The largest 
crowd that ever witnessed a day's racing at Mou- 
crief Park was present this afternoon. Fully 8.000 
Iktsous attended and standing room in the big grand- 
stand was at a premium. Besides a card of six 
events there was provided as a special attraction a 
movelty race, in which the contestants were a man, 
a mule, a thoroughbred ami an automobile. It was 
a handicap affair, the man running 550 yards, the 
mule four aud a half furlongs, the thoroughbred six 
furlongs ami the automobile oue mile and an eighth. 
The thoroughbred proved the winner, galloping home 
in front by a long mnrgiu. while the mule heat the 
man about ten yanls. The horse ran the three- 
quarters iu 1:16J. the mule the four and a half fur- 
longs in 1:25 and the man the 550 yards iu 1:27. 

Evenly matched fields went to the post iu the six 
races and in five of them stirring finishes resulted. 
Three of the winners were first home by the shortest 
of margins, while two others won by a half length. 
Jockey Bell piloted two winners and two favorites 
won. the successful choices being Bob R. aud Min- 
dinette. 

W. G. King-Dodds arrived from Pensacola this 
morning with his horses. 

Jockey T. Koerner is expected to arrive from 
Louisville tomorrow. 

John Reardon was excused from starting in the 
mile and a sixteenth handicap. The colt sprained 
a foot in his last race and will be laid up for a 
few weeks. 

R. J. Aiken, of Philadelphia, owner of Sebastian, 
arrived this morning. 

Janies O’Brien, a stable hand employed by Clarence 
II. Davis, was shot and killed last night at Moncrief 
Park by IE M. Donnlison. a watchman employed by 
the association. O’Brien and lhinnlisou became in- 
volved in an argument while eating in one of the 
track kitchens run by J. Muudy and at the con- 
clusion of the meal the pair begau fighting and 
Donnlison shot O’Brien just below the heart. The 
latter died shortly after beiug eonveyed to the I)e Sotc 
Hospital. Donnlison was arrested by Sheriff Bowden 
and lodged in the county jail. O’Brien came from 
Baltimore and during the recent Pimlico meeting 
was employed on one of the iiaddock gates. 

At tlie conclusion of today’s races the following 
ruling was issued: ’’For the best interests of racing, 
trainer Grover C. Baker lias been denied all privi- 
leges. including admission to the grounds of the 
association. In addition, the further entries of the 
horses High Range, First Peep and Lily Paxton will 
not be accepted or those of any other horses that are 
or may be under tlie care or superintendency of said 
Baker. This ruling is made without prejudice to 
the acceptance of the entries of these horses by any 
other association that may want them nud without 
prejudice to their existing stake engagements at 
Moncrief Park.’’ It is alleged that Baker approached 
a jockey with a proposition to place a horse, hence 
the ruling. 

John Huffman is here with a band of five maidens, 
four of which have never been to the post. Two are 
throe-year-olds, one a four-year-old. another a two- 
year-old and one a yearling. Mr. Huffman gathered 
this bunch in Missouri, and a couple are said to 
have worked fast.

Tliis great 
racer bad the tiring ankles applied to his forelegs 
last fall, and Woodford will not hurry him. He lias 
planned to get the horse ready for racing during 
the latter part of the Moncrief meeting. He has 
been entered in a couple of the stakes that wilt be 
run in March, and if he trains well he will fill these 
engagements.

Jockey Bell, who is showing excellent form in the 
saddle at Moncrief Park, was connected with the 
stable of H. G. lied well as an exercise boy before 
Hugh Penny took charge of him. 

All of the fair-minded continue to "boost” Mon- 
crief Park and the excellent racing that is being 
given this winter. The siairt is being conducted on 
a high plane. May they run at Moncrief for many 
more seasons. — Jacksonville Tiuies-l'uinn. 

John Quincy Adams, liouiface and horseman, died 
at Lexington. Ky.. Saturday night as the result of 
blood poisoning, be having stepped on a rusty nail 
several weeks ago. Mr. Adams owned a tarin at 
Tyrone aud nutil a lew years ago maintained a 
stable of running horses. 

Monte Prestou lias some idea of abandoning the 
turf for a ranch in Texas, where he owns some 3. SOU 
aeres in partnership with his brother. He has pur- 
chased 100 broodmares, two jacks and a stallion and 
will breed mules for the southern market. The 
Prestou ranch is about eighty miles from Juarez. 

J. C. Fletcher, who is spending the holidays at 
his home in Toronto, has been advised that his 
horses have won four races at the Tokio meeting 
since he left Japan last month. Blue Bonnots won 
three, including the Champions Race, and Woodbine 
one. He hopes to win the Emperor's Cup next year 
with Blue Bonnets, which qualified by her win at 
Tokio. Only one owner, a wealthy Japanese cotton 
manufacturer, has ever been twice winner of the 
cup. 

In the event that a state racing commission is 
created by the California legislature, the southern 
section of the state will ask for representation on 
the board and will urge the appointment of Frank 
G. Hogan, a millionaire business man and sportsman 
of Pasadena and one of the partners in the Hender- 
son A Hogan racing firm. Mr. Hogan enjoys a large 
measure of popularity in the south because he is 
a representative type of the business man-sportsman. 
His popularity is attested by the fact that he is 
I (resident of the Tournament of Roses Association, 
which gives the New Year's Day festival of roses 
at Pasadena, and he is being urged as a candidate 
for mavor of the city. He comes from Kentucky, 
but for* several years he lias been a resident of Pasa- 
dena and has been prominently identified with its 
business interests. He is the president of the 
Ilogan Company, one of the biggest realty concerns 
in Hie south. — San Francisco Post. 



MISSOURI’S PARI-MUTUEL MOVEMENT. 

Concerning the nlan to bring about the restoration 
of racing in Missouri with pari-mutuel lietting. 
Barney Sebreiber is quoted as follows by the St. 
l»uis Times: 

“My idea is to have a bill introduced in the next 
legislature that will legalize racing in the state. 
1 would like to see a bill that would put racing here 
on the same footing it is on in Kentucky. There 
they have a commission appointed by the governor, 
which oversees everything iliat goes on on the race 
tracks. Racing is under the direct control of this 
lsaly, and never since it took charge has there been 
a blot on the escutcheon of the siiort of the Blue 
Grass State. 

"The pari-mutuel system is ill use there exclu- 
sively. So 1 kh.1v makers are jierniitted on the tracks. 
This.' I think, removes the greatest olijecticm most 
is-rsons bold against racing. ‘Do away with the 
bookmakers.' they say. ‘and you will obliterate the 
greatest evil of the race track.' While I could 
hardly concur in that opinion. I am willing to bow 
to tlie inevitable and accept whatever may be ac- 
ceptable to the public. 

"The matter of reviving racing has been talked 
over informally in other parts of the state, and a 
bill would be ‘generally sup|»orted if it were intro- 
duced Kansas City. St. Joseph. Joplin aud other 
cities have la-come interested, legislators have been 
approached and sounded on the subject and many 
have expressed a willingness to support such a bill. 

“If some one can l(e found to father it a measure 
will almost certainly be placed before the assembly. 
1 have the moral siqqiort of a number of influential 
St. Louisans, and have l>een promised aid when the 
time comes for actual. There will be no rush about 
the affair, it lieing necessary to go slowly to avoid 
killiug the movement in its infancy.” 

The Times endorses Mr. Schreiber's idea in the fol- 
lowing brief but emphatic declaration: 

"Mr. Schreiber’s plan sounds good. It is at least 
worth a trial. Let’s have legalized racing here.”

H0RSEMEN NOT SORRY TO LEAVE. 



Pensacola, Fla.. Dcceinlier 26. — Only two more 
days of the scheduled iicriod remain for horsemen 
here aud there will be little grief when moving day 
eomes oil the part of the horsemen who have en- 
gaged iu the racing here. How the management 
ever conceived the idea ihat Pensacola would sup- 
port a thiity-days meeting passes understanding. 
One turf follower sized up the situation when lie 
remarked: "A race meeting here is twenty years 

ahead of the city's growth.” Pensacola is grow- 
ing. but for the present cannot successfully handle 
any racing except of a matinee character. 

The losses sustained here by the management have 
liecn slight as race track losses go. but tbe aggra- 
vating feature lies in the fact that there is no 
likelihood of getting any part of it haek. Previous 
plans for a thirty-days spring meeting have been 
discarded. 

The next few days will find the horsemen busy 
arranging for the transfer of their horses to Tampa, 
Fla., where the sixty-days meeting will begin Janu- 
ary 2. In all alM.ut 400 horses will be shipped to 
the west const track. The special train leaving here 
next Thursday will take away most of the consign- 
ment and the balance will follow by steamer leaving 
here next Saturday. 

According to present prospects, there will be a 
scarcity of two-year-olds during the early days at 
Tampa, but this will probably lie remedied by 
arrivals later. The program I took for the initial 
seven days is in the hands of the printer and will 
lie ready for distribution on Wednesday. 



THOMAS F. RYAN’S IMPORTATION. 

New York. December 26. — Dr. Walter Russell, of 
Dublin, manager of Richard Croker's stud farm at 
Glencairn. arrived here h.v the Atlautic transport 
liner Minnetonka in charge of thirteen high-class 
broodmares and one thoroughbred stallion.

Dr. Russell, who purchased all the horses under 
his charge, traveled through the whole of Ireland for 
some months before completing the commission in- 
trusted hint by Mr. Ryan, as none but well-bred 
matrons of size and quality with prize records 
would be purchased. • Besides which Mr. Ryan was 
auxious to obtain as many as possible gray in color. 
Dr. Russell thinks that there is no doubt that the 
infusion of the best Irish steeplechase blood is sure 
to improve the breed of the genuine hunter here, as 
several of the mares are bred on lierfect lines. 



ERNEST LA M0NTAGNE DIES. 

New York. December 26. — Ernest La Montagne, 
who for many years was closely identified with the 
turf, died at his Long Island home a few days ago. 
Mr. La Montagne from early boyhood took a lively 
interest in sports, and when still at college was an 
amateur sprinter of ability. His first entry on the 
turf was as the partner of Russell Tucker iu the 
Chelsea Stable, a thoroughbred establishment that 
sent many a good horse to the races. Later he was 
associated with his cousin. Harry La Montagne. 
under the same stable name, though during the last 
season Harry La Montague raced horses under his 
own name. Mr. La Montagne was a valued member 
of the National Steeplechase and Hunt Association 
and lias at ail times taken a lively interest in all 
matters pertaining to racing. He had been ailing 
for more titan a year aud his death was in no sense 
a surjirise to bis friends.
